DUAL MYSTERY IN j 
THE DEATHOF TWO 
ST. JOSEPH CITIZENS. 


Louis Hax and Herman Garlisch, Both 
Millionaires, Bankers, and [anufac- 
turers of Missouri, Found Dead in 
Their Beds at Dawn of Christmas. 


St. Joseph, Mo., Dec. 25.—[Special. ]—Louls 
Hax, banker, furniture manufacturer, cattle 
man, and promoter of many financial 
schemes, and Herman Garlisch, druggist, 
financier, and a figuré in State Democratic 
politics, were found dead in their beds this 
morning. It is not known how long either 
had been dead when found. 
Both men were in robust health yesterday 
and the only indication of ailment with 
either was that last night when Mr. Hax 
‘retired he remarked that a cold had settled 
in his left side and pleurisy in a mild form 
had developed. He was summoned to break- 
fast by a servant at 7 o’clock this morn- 


ing, but giving no response a relative forced’ 


the door to the apartment and found the 
occupant a corpse. 

Louis Hax had been a resident of St. Joseph 
since 1844, having come with three brothers 
to this point direct from Prussia. All were 
poor boys then, but each in the course of 
twenty years became a millionaire. 

Mr. Hax served as a Colonel in the unicn 
army during the war, commanding a Mis- 
souri regiment. Immediately after the war 
he enguged, first, on a small scale, in the 
manufacture of furniture, and in t ears 
had the largest factory on the souri 
River. His investments in St. Louis real 
estate and various manufacturing concerns 
in that city alone netted him over a million 
doliars. He was still President of the Mon- 
roe iron and foundry works of that city. He 
was President of the Central Savings Bank 
of this city, which holds a lot of the Gramt C. 
-Gillett paper, and recently withstood a run. 
He was a stockholder in a dozen smaller 
banks in Missouri. 

Herman Garlisch was born at Liberty, Clay 
County, Mo., in 1839. He belonged to a 


prominent family, his father for years being ; 
a leading Democrat. The son was a member 


of the firm of Garlisch, Beck & Fisher, 
foundry men of St. Louis, for many years, 
but moved to St. Joseph twenty years ago 
and held various appointive positions in 
the service of the State. He recently re- 
signed as State Fish Commissioner, and in 
the press denounced the present State ad- 
ministration. ; ‘ 

Mr. Garlisch owned two drug stores in this 
city, valuable real estate, and business prop- 
erty in St. Louls. He also possessed large 
blocks of bank stock in various institutions 
of the State. .

INTERIOR OF THE NORTH SIDE EPIS- 
COPAL EDIFICE WRECKED. | 


Father E. A. Larrabee’s Piace of Wor- 
- ghip at La Salle Avenue and Elm 
Street Suffers a Loss of $20,000 
Shortly After Midnight — Blase 
Alarms Young Women in Associa- 
tion Home Adjoining—Fear Explo- 
ssion of Gas—History of Building. 


‘Fire which started at 12:45 o’clock this 
morning from an overheated furnace in the 
basement of the choir boys’ room destroyed 
the interior of the Episcopal Church of the 
Ascension at the southeast corner of La Salle 
avenue and Elm street. 

At 1:30 o'clock the blaze, which seemed to 
be under control, broke through the roof 
afresh, and it looked as if the entire struc- 
ture would be destroyed except the stone 
walls, but the: firemen soon had the flames 
subdued. 

The lose is estimated at $20,000. The total 
value of the property outside of the land ts 
$60,000. The propérty was insured for 

A feature of the fire was a panic among 
the six girls in the North Chicago Young 
Woman's Christian association, 391 La Salle 
avenue, immediately south of the burned 
church. The young women were awakened 
by the firemen breaking the stained glass 
windows of the church. 

This was followed by great stredms of 


the home and worked under the windows, 
flooding the floors. The young women hast- 
ily dressed, and were making plans to pack 
up their goods and escape from their own 
building, when a fireman hammered on the 
door, and whenit was opened announced that 
natural gas was used for fuel in the church, 
and there was likelihood of an explosion at 
any minute. He advised the young women 
to make all haste to escape from the place. 

At this juncture, however, an agent of the 
estate of Colonel C. G. Hammond, Which 
owned the property, quieted their fears by 
stating that the natural gas would burn and 
not explode.

Find the Roof Ablaze. 
When the firemen arrived they found 
flames issuing from the roof of the little ad-

The windows were also broken out, 
and streams of water were directed on the 
fire. 

‘Inside of fifteen minutes after the fire 
Started it had crept up the partition between

fire. 
- Back of the chancel stands the costly 
white marble altar given to the church by 
the late Mrs. George Henry Wheeler five 
years ago, and dedicated to her father, 
G. Lord of New York. The fire insurance 
patrol hastily threw tarpaulins over this 
beautiful.piece of church architecture, but 
in spite of the protection the marble was 
soon covered with water and enveloped in 
smoke. The altar cost $5,000. 

. To- aid the firemen in fighting the flames 
the gas jets in front of the organ were light- 
ed, but soon the smoke in the church be- 
came so dense that it was impossible to see 
more than fifteen feet ahead. The costly 
altar lamps were only partly visible through 
the smoke and smudge. Most of the streams 
of water were directed toward the burning 
ceiling, and the fluid, returning to the 
floor, soon accumulated to a depth of five 
inches. 

Outside a crowd of people had assembled 
from the fashionable houses along La Salle 
avenue and from other neighboring quar- 
ters of the North Side. The scene presented 
was beautiful. Above the clear moon and 
stars shone. The church itself stood like a 
huge censer and the smoke curling out from 
under the gables of the roof ascended like in- 
cense. 

In the évening a simple Christmas service 
had been held. The Rev. Father Larrabee, 
rector of the church, just returned from a, 
funeral in®°New York, officiated. When the 
congregation departed there was no sign <f 
any fire. -In the basement are several fur- 
naces’ fed by natural gas. The janitor, ap- 
parently, gave these attention before he 
went home, but the one particular furnece 
‘beneath the choir boys’ room had been over- 
heated, and from this the fire smoldered and 
‘later burst into flames. 

The congregation of the Episcopal Church 
of the Ascension was organized in 1867. 
It is the high church of Chicago... The mod- 
‘est quarters where the congregation wor- 
shiped prior to the big fire of 1871 were de- 
stroyed in that conflagration. Soon after a 
small chapel was erected on a part of the 
lot occupied by the church which was visited 
by fire last night. The present structure 
was erected jn 1886, at a cost of $60,000, and 
was insured for $30,000. 


Some of the Damaged Property. 

The organ cost $2,800 and it is almost cer- 
tain that this valuable instrument is seri- 
ously damaged by the fire. The choir and 
guild rooms were elaborately furnished. The 
church. vestments represented a’ cost of 
$2,000. They were destroyed. Then there 
was a valuable collection of music in print 
‘and manuscript that also fell a victim to the 
flames. 

There were no memorial windows in the 
church. The windows of the church were

‘CHILDREN DROWNED BY 
BREAKING OF THEICEON 


Was Crowded with Throng of Holiday 
Skaters When the Accident Hap- 

: ed—Thirty Thrown In the Freez- 
ing Water—Three Known to Be Dead. 


Boston, Mass., Dec. 25.—A terrible accident 
occurred on Leveret pond in the Boston 
park system this afternoon, by which three 
children are known to have lost their lives 
and probably caused the death of another 
boy, who is missing at a late hour tonight. 

The accident happened about 3:30 o'clock, 
when the pond was fairly alive with young 
people taking advantage of the good skating. 
_The bodies of three victims have been re- 
covered so far and the Boston police are 
still searching at a late hour for that of an- 
other who is supposed to be beneath the 
ice. 

The dead are: 

COLLINS, ARTHUR, aged 12, Brookline. 
GLATTENBURG, JAMES W., aged 10, Brookline. 
MILLER, EMMA, aged 14; Jamaica Plains. 

The accident happened in a peculiar man- 
ner. Two children broke the ice about forty 
feet from the shore and their screams at- 
tracted about thirty others to the spot. 

A ladder was procured-and as the crowd 
thronged about the spot the ice suddenly 
gave way all round the place and in an in- 
stant the water was full of trues forms 
and cakes of ice. The park and ‘Brookline 
police rushed to the reacue with ropes and 
ladaers. The water was not deep’ atthe 
plaee where.the ice gave way,,and the offi- 
cers, throwing off their heavy belts and 
outer garments, plunged into the cold water 
and by swimming and wading saved many 
of thg children. 

The rescued children were taken to a 
neighboring house and cared for. Many of 
them are in a serious state from the shock 
of cold water and fright. _ 

As soon as the living were pulled from the 
water the police procured boats and searched 
for the dead. The first body was recovered 
shortly after. It was that of the Glatten- 
burg boy. The police continued their drag- 
ging until a late hour tonight.

mother’s jewels, and two pet kittens. ° 

The legation is located opposite the British 
embassy and the members of the Vicuna 
family, who were driven from their home 
in their night robes, were received and tem- 
porarily cared for by Lady Pauncefote and 
her daughters. Later they found quarters 
at the Baltic Hotel, formerly the residence of 
ex-Senator Palmer of Michigan. 

The tire started in a closet on the third 
floor and it might have been attended with 
fatalities had it not been for Carlos, who 
discovered it and alarmed.the family and 
servants. \ 

When the Minister and his family were 
aroused attempts were made to quench the 
flames, but as they stubbornly resisted all 
efforts the family retired to the lower floors 
and finally sought refuge at the British em- 
bassy. Just as they left the burning house 
the roof fell in. 


Heroic Little Son. 

After retreating from the third floor and 
before the roof collapsed little Carlos was 
missed. Not receiving any response to the 
frantic calls of the terror-stricken famflly, 
Minister Vicuna returned to the third floor, 
which was filled with flames and smoke, 
in search of him, and there he discovered 
the little hero attempting to remove his 
mother’s jewels from her private. safe, hav- 
ing remembered the combination during the 
excitement. | 

His father dragged him away, and al- 
though he was unsuccessful in saving the 
jewels he triumphantly bore away one of 
the kittens under his arm. 

Two policemen have been on duty at the 
British. Embassy since the lungtic, Pear- 
son, threw stones through the residence of 
Sir Julian Pauncefote. They saw smoke 
issuing from the Chilean Legation Building 
and broke in the doors. Carlos was already 
getting the inmates up. Two of the maids 
were overcome by fright and were removed 
by the policemen from the upper floors. One 
of these women was attired in nothing but 
a night robe, and Policeman Lynch took 
off his overcoat and shoes and put them 
on the frightened servant, who by this time 
had regained consciousness, and dressed in 
this manner she crossed to the British Em- 
bassy. 

Family’s Narrow Escape. 

The Vicuna children ran across the street 

barefuoted and clad in their nightgowns, 
the little girl Carmen clutching the rescued 
kitten in her arms. Neither the Minister 
nor Mme. Vicuna was able to secure any 
clothing, and made their way a st 
street wrapped in shawls and cdraleehiae 
hastily caught up in their flight. - 
‘Among the clothing destroyed were Mme. 
Vicuna’s ball and reception gowns and the 
summer clothing of the whole family. An 
immense quantity of water was poured upon 
the flames, and this soaked through the 
finely decorated ceilings, dyeing the carpets, 
curtains, and furniture a hundred varied 
hues, 

The damage to the house, which is owned 
by the former Minister of Brazil, Sefior 
Mendonca, is about $8,000, while that to the 
furniture is $7,000. Minister Vicuna had a 
collection of rare editions and historical 
manuscripts. His collection was on the first 
floor, and escaped damage except for the 
wetting. The burned building was at one 
time the residence of Justice Stanley Mat- 
thews of the Supreme Court. The recordsof 
the legation were not damaged, as they 
were at the office, which is located on De 
Sales street. =

ARCHBISHOP IRELAND 
M’KINLEY’S CHOICE AS 
AMERICAN PEACE ENVOY. 


His Appointment to Czar’s Congress 
Calculated to [ake Favorable Impres- 
sion Both at Home and Abroad—Trib- 
ute to Prelate’s Wisdom. 


New York, Dec. 25.—[Special. ]—A dispatch 
to the Journal from Washington says Arch- 
bishop Ireland will represent the United 
States at the Czar’s Peace congress. The 
President has had the subject under advise- 
ment for several weeks, afid according to the 
best authority it may be sajd that a decision 
was recently reached, the Archbishop hav- 
ing agreed to accept this most important and 
honorable post. be 

Even since his induction into office the 
President has been anxious to testify his ap- 
preciation of Archbishop Ireland’s Republic- 
anism, which took the form of strong inter- 
views and speeches during the campaign of 
1896, and of his merttal gifts and learning. 

The Czar’s call for an international peace 
congress, at which his proposed universal 
disarmament Is to be discussed, has present- 
ed an exceptional opportunity to honor Arch- 
bishop Ireland in an illustrious manner. 

As the representative of the United States 
in such an assemblage his position would 
comport with the dignity of his ecclesiastical 
office, while not interfering with its duties, 
owing to the temporary character of the 
political appointment. 

Aside from the pleasant effect that such a 
designation would have upon a large propor- 
tion of the population of this country, it is 
assumed that the United States would gain 
prestige among the Catholic nations repre- 
sented at this congress, as well as achieve 
for the President a reputation for good taste 
in selecting fora peaceful mission a pro- 
fessional messenger of peace and good will. 

It is not yet known whether the Archbishop 
will be the sole representative of the United 
States or whether he will head a delegation 
of three or five representatives from this 
country.

No Cubans in uniform are allowed in the

Closer acquaintance with the rank and file 
gives one a higher opinion of the Spanish 
soldiery. They have not been paid for so 
long that they have forgotten the last time, 
and mess call is about as great an event 
with them as is the trooping of the colors 
in the English army, but they have no com- 
plaint to make to strangers. 
I asked a little, hollow-cheeked soldier 
last night if he had plenty to eat, and he 
instantly answered: ‘‘ Si, mucho.” (Yes, 
plenty.) .Some one said that they had seen 
the Spanish troops marching out to fight 
the Cubans and that they didn’t take enough 
rations along to fatten a canary bird, The 
‘soldigrs at once eagerly explained that of 
éourse in marches in Cuba it was impossible 
to carry many rations. | | 
“The roads are rough, sefior,’’ he sald. 
“* We have to stop in the mountains to fight. 
A big pack would be inthe way. O, it would 
be impossible to carry much toeat. We are 


picnic.” . 

Asked why. the men slept in the parks in- 
stead of being provided with barracks, he 
shrugged his shoulders and said it was 
pleasanter to sleep in the parks. And that 
little brown-skinned fighting man was loyal 
to his heart’s core to the government that 
treated him with less tenderness than an 
American would show his dog. 

These men sleep in the parks or along the 
sides of the buildings, and a view down a 
sileent, narrow street in Havana at mid- 
night is like a look at Ewing street on a mud- 
summer night, when all the people come out 
of their houses and sit'on their front steps 
or sleep on the sidewalks because of the 


Mausers and their blankets, and it is im- 
possible to distinguish between those who 
are om and off duty. They do not pace up 
and down when on guard about the bulld- 
ings in Havana, like the American soldiers 
} would do, nor do they patrol with the state- 
ly swing of a Chicago policeman. They 
shamble along in little groups, their Mausers 
’ swung over their shoulders by a strap and 
their blankets worn like a mantle over their 


shoulders. 


Always the Cigaret. — 

They lean against the building. smoking 
cigarets, recline on the sidewalks smoking 
cigarets, sprawl at full length on the stone 
flagging smoking cigarets, and some of them 
seem to @gep also, smoking cigarets. 

Their uniform ts the thin gray cloth well 
suited to the climate, but dirty and patched 
and unmilitary appearing. The officers are 
smartly dressed, but have anything but a 
fnilitary bearing. They wear coats buttoned 
only at the top button, and while they wear 
“swords. alwaya carry 4 caneand walk with 

long, loose step.and with a stoop that ar- 
they never heard of the sitting up 
exercise of the American army. ~~ 

The soldiers do not seem to have any of the 
ceremonies, such as guard mount” and 
“colors,” though that is probably owing 
to the fact that the army is badly disor- 
ganized owing to the hurried departure of 
a thousand or more soldiers every day, and 
that nothing more is done now than what is 
positively commanded. They march down 
to the places they are assigned to guard in 
loose, shambling companies, and as soon 
as they break ranks distribute themselves 
on chairs and doorsteps or spread their 
blankets and Ify down by the sides of the 
buildings. The officers at once repair to the 
nearest café and sit gossiping with their 
neighbors. 

The departure of the troops each day is 
accompanied without any noise.or demon- 
stration. 

They do not march through the principal 
streets, but quietly leave their barracks 
towards night and pass down the side 
streets to the docks. Their bands do not 
play, but plod sullenly along, their instru- 
ments dangling at their backs. 

No one waves the soldiers a farewell. 
They wait, silent and grim, on the docks un- 
til the small boats take them out to the 
transports waiting for them in the harbor. 
When the transport is loaded it drops si- 
lently down the harbor, past Morro, and the 
town that these departing soldiers were 
willing to defend with their lives has no

The only 
regiment whose presence in the town at- 
tracted attention was the Two Hundred ana 
‘Second New York, that came and landed 
the mext day after the Inglaterra affair. 
General Greene had them wait on the docks 
while he sent word to the Captain General 
of Havana that the Two Hundred and Sec- 
ond New York was at the docks, and that 
if the Spanish soldiers could not keep the 
peace then he would bring in the New York 
regiment and employ it as a provost guard. 

Castellanos returned word that his soldiers 
would restore order and prevent further dis- 
turbances, and the New York regiment was 
ordered to its camp. As an object lesson, 
however, the regiment was permitted to pass 
through one of the more important side 
streets, while the band at their head played 
the *‘ Stars and Stripes Forever.”’ 

The littie demonstration was effective and 
the parties whom General Greene wished to 
impress learned their lesson well. The Two 
Hundred and Second has the unique dis- 
tinction of being the only sokliers of the 
American army who have any clear notion of 
what Havana looks like. Of the 15,000 troops 
now at this eng of the island barely a dozen 
soldiers with the uniform of the United 
States can be found at any time within Ha- 
vana. The ordersare stringent that the men 
and officers alike must keep out of the city 
and -oniy enter on a pass signed by com- 
manders of brigades, who are only allowed 
to give such permission to those who must 
ehter on business connected with the army.

In the whole crowd of 10,000 forlorn, 
hungry people ‘the police failed to discover 
a single professional crook. After the ote 
700, who were mostly from cheap lodgin 
and barrel houses, had been fed, the crowd 
was made up chiefly of mechanics and 
laboring men, who were hungry and out of 
work. 

Brigadier General Fielding of the Volun- 
teers of America, and Raymond Gregg, who 
supervised the dinner, allowed just twelve 
minutes for clearing and resetti the six 
long tables, which seated 700 men. The 
hungry fellows took an average of four 
minutes each to clear up their first plate- 
fuls. They ate their bread without stopping 
to butter it, and several of them came near 
choking on turkey bones. After the first 
| few bites they ate more slowly and looked 
up at the “ Rock of Ages”’ and “ Calvary’s 
Stream Is Flowing" on the walls, and 
smacked their lips over the sour cranberries 
and crisp turkey meat. No one wasted t-me 
putting butter and salt on his potatoes,

Christmas Snow Affords Amusement to 


‘Many—Skaters Are Out in Force 


The early morning:snow of yesterday filled 
with joy the heart of the man who owned a 
cutter. All day long the boulevards and 
park roads were crowded with sleighs. . 

The snow was heavy enough for fast time, 
and many drivers sped their horses up and 
down the icy roadways. ‘The races in Grand 
boulevard, however, were not held, but the 
driveway was filed with cutters afternoon 
and “evening between Thirty-ninth 
and Washington Park. On the North and 
West Sides the scenes were the same. 

The park ponds afforded amusement for 
crowds of Christmas skaters. The ice was 
swept early in the day, and afforded ex- 
cellent sport. Not till long after dark were 


lands for many years, and they expressed 
the greatest solicitude in that respect. One 
man, a Belgian, who has lived In Manila fif- 
teen years, and has amassed a fortune, told 
me he would sell out everything and leave 
the islands if the United States were to 
relinquish control. They fear Aguinaldo. if 
he should be given control, and they fear 
the result if some other government ac- 
quires the islands. They do not care so 
much about a colonial government, or State- 
hood, or representation, even in a Parlia- 
ment of their own, so much as fora just and 
equitable rule, such as a military admin- 
istration of the islandg would give them. 

‘‘ The climate is well adapted to the Ameri- 
cans, and I see no reason why the Philip- 
pines should not become as desirable a resi- 
dence as Porto Rico or Cuba. Since my re- 
turn I have had letters from some of the 
volunteer officers, which indicate they are 
. extremely anxious to return home. But it 
is not from any dislike for the conditions 
there. Aside from the fact that they are 
. homesick, the men are, or were when I 
left—and I am sure conditions have not 
changed—well and healthy and well taken 
care of. 

“But they want to come home because 
the war is over. They say they enlisted 
for the war. and now that they are no 
longer needed for fighting they are anxious 
to return home and let the regular army 
hold possession.”’ 

General Merritt was asked if, in his opin- 
ion. the German residents of the Philip- 
pines would give any trouble and if they 
objected to the prospective American rule. 

**I met scarcely any Germans while at 
Manila,’’ he answered. ‘' There were many 
Belgians and people of other nationalities, 
but I did not come much in contact with the 
Germans. I do not believe what few are 
there will cause the United States any 
trouble.”’ | 

“Tt is all summed up in this,” he con- 
tinued. “‘The Spaniards. with even their 
bad system of government, found the Phil- 
ippines profitable to keep. We are bound to 
hold them, and if we were not bound they 
are too valuable to let go, both in them- 
selves and from the fact that they are the 
doorway to a vast trade in tea and india- 
rubber and innumerable Eastern products, 
and to an immense export trade which is 
just being opened up. If we dispose of them 
it will cause a European war. If we give 
them self-government now they will fall to 
fighting among themselves. There is ap- 
parently nothing left for us but to keep 
them until such time .as they are able to 
take care of themselves.’’ 


Favors Increase in Army. 


When asked what he thought of the pro- 
posed increase in the standing army to 
100,000 men, the General declared he had 
always believed such an increase was neccs- 


sary. 

“We need a standing army of at least 
75,000 mem here in the United States,’’ he 
declared. ‘““Now that we have acquired 
these new territories, we shall need a few 
more. But in my belief 25,000 men are amply 
sufficient for alb possible emergencies in 
Cuba, Porto Rico, and the Philippines to- 
gether. The rest are needed in the United 
States for garrison duty. 

“Tf a larger force is wanted in the Phiiip- 
pines it can easily be had from among 
the natives,"’ General Merritt continued. 
“ By officering the native soldiers with 
Americans a most.effective army for duty in 
the islands can be quickly formed. In time, 
perhaps, it would come to resemble the 
British army in India, whére the greater 
part of the men are natives. The Filipinos 
are anxious to enlist in such service and they 
could be made into effective soldiers.” ' 

General Merritt was careful not to vouch- 
safe any opinion as to what Congress 
might do, or as to what he had learned 
of its action during his short stay in Wash- 
ington. He declared he would assume his 
former post as Commander of the Depart- 
ment of the East immediately after Jan. 1. 

Since General Merritt was in Chicago, six 
months ago, when his engagement to Miss 
Laura Williams was announced, he has 
made the compiete circult of the globe. He 
left San Franciseo for Manila on June 20 
and reached Manila on July 30, in time to 
be present at the surrender. 

Captain Strother, General Merritt’s aid, 
repaired to the Auditorium Annex, where he 
resided when he was stationed here. When 
seen last night he was averse to discussing 
matters of political or military interest in 
connection with the Philippines, but in a 
general way spoke regardng his personal 
impressions and experiences while there. 

“T should like to have remained there a 
month longer,”” he said. “I was greatly 
pleased with the country and was favorably 
impressed with its wealth of resources. 
people there treated us courteously, and al- 
together I left with pleasant impressions of 


the country.”

Likes His Cell Mate. 


“IT have found only one among them who 
shows any signs of good training. His name 
is Fitzpatrick. He is my cell mate and is 17 
years old. He has been here for ninety- 
three days, and is pretty well up to things. 
I believe he is charged with stealing har- 
ness, but he is a good fellow just the same. 
He treats me respectfully and I like him. 
But I must say the most of these boys sre 
notin my class. Ihave not been accustomed 
to such associations. I don’t like their talk 
or their ways. 

**Of course things might be more misera- 
ble, and, everything taken into considera- 
tion, I have been treated kindly. We had

‘In Old Kentucky ” opened for an engage- 
ment of two weeks to a crowded house at 
MeVicker’s Theater last evening. The play 
comes back to Chicago better staged than 
when presented last season. It proved as 
pleasing as could have been hoped for by 
the most ambitious manager. The audi- 
ence exhibited its pleasure from the time the 
curtain rose, disclosing a scene in the Ken- 
tucky mountains, until it fell with the hero- 
ine clasped in the arms of the wealthy young 
master of Woodlawn. 

The play is a close representation of life 
in the Blue Grass region. It contains ex- 
aggerations of conventional characteristics, 
but not more than might be expected in a 
play of its kind. The audience was pleased 
with the play-and with the players. Under 
the circumstances criticism would seem to 
be superfluous. 

The opening scene of the secord act, in 
which the pickaninny band is introduce?d, 
could be improved on, although the audience 
did laugh heartily at it last night.

New York, Dec. 25.—[Special.]—The most 
obstinate maladies to which human flesh is 
RBubject can, it is new asserted, be cured by 
extreme cold. This is one of the many re- 
sults of a great discovery recently made by 
scilence—the production by chemical means 
of extremely low temperatures which were 
never befure known. 

Professor Racul Pictet, an eminent Swiss 
scientist of Geneva, who is now staying at 
the Hotel Martin in this city, is the inventor 
of the process by which this discovery is ap- 
plied to the cure of physical ailments. M. 
Pictet proposes to establish here an insti- 
tute such as he had already established in 
Berlin for the application of the cold cure, 
or ‘*'frigothefaphie,”’ as it is called in 
French. He has explained the nature of the 
treatment. 

The cold cure is peculiarly effective in the 
common chronic diseases. Remarkable re- 
sults have been obtained in treatment of 
dyspepsias, tuberculosis. liver trouble. 
nervous prostration, Bright's disease, al- 
buminuria, and diabetes. 

The patient is placed in a well, which has 
a double casing or jacket, into which is 
poured a freezing liquid, consisting of car- 
bonic acid and sulphuric acid. This pro- 
duces a temperature within the well of 110 
degrees below zero centigrade, or 166 de- 
grees below zero Fahrenheit. 

The well is six feet in height and three feet 
in diameter. The man inside it stands ona 
wooden stool and is thoroughly covered 
from head to foot witha thick furrobe. The 
man fecls no sensatiun ofcold. The degrees 
of heat from zero centigrade to 70, which 
constitutes the most extreme cold known 
under natural conditions, is stopped by the 
fur covering, and is, therefore, not felt. The 
degrees below 110 centigrade pass through 
the fur, but do not produce any impression 
of cold, because they are too low to be per- 
ceived by human senses. 

These radiations pass not only through the 
fur, but through the skin and the body of 
the man. They are not stopped by the re- 
frigeration of the skin as ordinary cold 
rays, because the skin cannot feel them, 
They pass into the body and are radiated 
from it, according to well-Known laws.

THE MAYOR’s TERM OF OFFICE. 

A city paper states there is a desire in 
certain quarters to put through the next 
Legisiature a bill making the term of office 
of the Mayor of Chicago four years and 
providing that he shall be ineligible for an 


immediate second term. Legislation of this, 


nature was suggested four years and more 
ago and met with the approval of Tru 
Trinuns. This paper was of the opinion 
that the longer term and the inability of 
a Mayor to be his own successor would go 
far to emancipate him from slavery to the 
politicians whose support he would need 
in order to be renominated. Attention was 
called to the fact that Mayors were in the 
habit of turning over the appointment of 
subordinates to the ward’ committeemen 
and other politicians in order to buy their 
support and the votes of the delegates they 
controlled in convention, and that as a con- 
sequence the public service was demoral- 
ized. 

Since the eenterieite proposition was 
first advanced a civil service Jaw has been 
enacted. When lived up to, which, unhap- 


_ pily, has not been the case for the last year 


and a half, the municipal offices cannot be 
used as patronage. There are but few 
places which a Mayor can put at the dispos- 
al of the politicians unless he nullifies the 


civil service law. As long as a Mayor is 


allowed to be his own successor he will be 
‘tempted to take liberties with that law, as 
Harrison is taking them now.. He wants 
to be renominated, and that desire induces 
him to extend favors to the petty local 
which he would not think of doing 
otherwise. 


If Mayér Harrison knew that he could 


not be reSlected when his present term 
ends he would not be the enemy of the 
merit system that he is. Therefore, in or- 
der that his successors may not be led into 
temptation, it is desirable that the term 
should be lengthened and the outgoing 
Mayor be compelled to stay out for four 
years. If he proved himself a really valua- 
ble officer the people will not forget it and 
will reflect him when they get an oppor- 
tunity. 

But there is no likelihood of the enact- 
ment of such a méasure. The term of a 
public officer cannot be extended by law. 
Therefore, in order to give a four-year 
term to the Mayor to be elected in April the 
law to léngthen the term must be passed be- 
fore the election takes place. But if the Re- 
Publicans in the Legislature think 
the Democrats are going to win 
in April they will not pass a law to give 
the new Mayor four years instead of two. 
If the Democrats think the Republicans 
are going to win then they will do what they 
ean to defeat the passage of a measure 
which will deprive them of an opportunity 
to elect a Mayor two years later. 

It will be a simple matter to pass a law 


‘providing that the Mayor to be elected in 


1901 shall have a four-year term, but pol- 
iticians do not take much interest in legis- 
lation which does not take immediate ef- 
fect. . So after the election is over nobody 


will pay much attention to the pronasition 


leaders, whiich practically amount 


to give future Mayors longer terms. No re- 


lief is.to be expected from the Legislature, 
but the people, if they see fit, can relieve 
themselves by electing a Mayor who will 
have some respect for the civil service law 
and who as a consequence will give the’city 
a better administration than can be hoped 
for from a Mayor who dislikes that law. 


AGONCILLO’S PROTEST. 

Sefior Agoncillo, who has been posing in 
Washington and in Paris as the envoy to 
this government of “ the noble and gallant 
General Aguinaldo, President of the Philip- 
pine republic,” has signalized his return to 
the United States by giving to the public 
the full text of the “ protest” which he 
lodged with the American commissioners 
while in Paris, the chief points of which 
were transmitted at the time by cable. 

Apart from its rather pompous style ac- 
quired through Spanish training, the lead- 
ing features of the document are (1) a 
denial of the right of Spain to cede the 
Philippines to the United States, on the 
ground that it had lost its sovereignty over 
the islands when it assumed to do so; and 
(2) the claim that the Filipinos had already 
established an independent republic, which 
was in existence at that date. Incidentally 


it is elaimed that Admiral Dewey, Consul 


General Wildman at Hongkong, and other 
United States officials had been in negotia- 
tion with Aguinaldo and other insurgent 
to the 
recognition of the Philippine government, 
and that the capture of Manila would not 
nave been possible at the time it occurred 
without the aid received from the insur- 
gents. 

The force of the argument embraced in 
the first two points depends upon facts of 
history and principles of international law 
to which this government will no doubt 
give attention if deserving of consideration. 
There is no claim set up, nor is there likely 
to be, however, that the so-called “‘ Philip- 
pine republic ” had received the recognition 
of any other government, or that Spain’s 
sovereignty over the islands had been re- 
garded as overthrown until the capture of 
Manila by Dewey and Merritt. The ces- 
sion of the islands to the United States is 
therefore regarded as one of the inevitable 
consequences of that act. 

The fact incidentally revealed by Agén- 
éillo that Aguinaldo and some of his prin- 
cipal chiefs are indebted to Admiral Dewey 
for the opportunity to reach the islands 
about the time of the destruction of the 
Spadtish fleet in Manila Bay goes far to dis- 
prove the claim that the insurrection was 
already practically successful and the in- 
surgents in control. So far from that, it is 
confessed that they received aid in arms 
and ammunition from Dewey, and without 
the presence of the American navy it is 
safe to say they could not have made head- 
way against the Spanish vessels defending 
Manila. Indeed, there are good reasons 
for believing that but for the arrival of the 
American vessels in Manila Bay and the en- 
couragement thereby imparted to the in- 
surrection it would have gone on as lan- 
guidiy as before or been speedily sup- 
pressed. 

As to the official status of Agoncillo and 
his associates in Washington, that is not 
likely to cut any figure at the present time. 
They will simply be treated in a friendly 
manner as citizens of territory belonging 
to the United States. If Aguinaldo and his 
followers are looking out for the welfare of 
the Filipinos rather than offices and emolu- 
ments for themselves, they are more likely 
to find it through the beneficent rule of the 
United States than through conspiracies or 
intestinal divisions among themselves. | 


THE PRESIDENT’S SOUTHERN TOUR. 

_ Next to the exhibitions of loyalty and 
patriotism called out all over the country 
by the events connected with the origin and. 
progress of the Jate war; there has been no 
more impressive or inspiring spectacle pre- 
sented to the people in a generation than the 
spontaneous cordiality of the reception ac- 
corded to President McKinley and the mem- 
bers of his Cabinet during their recent tour 
through the Southern States. In fact, the 
one has been the natural and appropriate 
sequel to the other; for, as the first aroused 
the enthusiastic admiration of the nation, 
so the last has furnished evidence that the 
people are united, without regard to party 
' or section, in approval of the policy of the 
administration which has been responsible 
for the conduct of the war. 

The reception which President McKinley 
and his official asso¢iates met at Atlanta, 
Montgomery, Macon, Savannah, and every 
other point touched in the course of their 
itinerary has been watched with an interest 
in the North not inferior to that manifested 
in the South. If the object had been to 
convert it into a triumphal tour in celebra- 
tion of the victory won by the nation’s arms 
it would have been pronounced a success. 
Bat it was nothing of the sort. It was sim- 
ply a compliance on the part of the President 
and his advisers with the invitation to min- 
gle their congratulations with those of the 
. people on the return of peace to the nation 
after a war conducted in the interest of 
freedom and human rights. While all 
could unite in this on a common footing, 
there was no more conspicuous feature jn 
the respective demonstrations than the uni- 
form indorsement which the policy of the 
administration met at every point visited. 
If there were any exceptions to this rule 
they were so inconspicuous as scarcely to at- 
tract attention, least of all to deserve com- 
ment. 

The truth of this is illustrated alike in the 
utterances of the speakers selected formal- 
ly to welcome the President and his party 
and in the comments of the press—not alone 
in the cities visited, but throughout the 
South generally. An example of this is fur- 
nished by the Daily Light, published at 
San Antonio, Tex., 500 miles from the 
nearest point embraced in the President’s 
tour. While awarding to the President the 
credit of “ making more speeches that please

It would be difficult to frame a 
higher ute than this from a Southern 
source to the sound judgment and success 
that has characterized the President’s pol- 
icy during the last ten months. 

While the receptions at the Georgia and 
Alabama State capitals and at Savannah 
were conspicuous as official and social func- 
tions, there was no more interesting in- 
cident connected with the tour than the 
visit to Booker T. Washington's successful 
school for colored people of Tuskegee, Ala. 
The President’s address to the students 
there, instead of evoking criticism from the 
Southern press, has been met everywhere 
with high approval. There is reason to 
believe that the elevated sentiments and 
sound advice which it contained will bear 
good fruit among both races. 

As a whole, the exhibition of kindly and 
fraternal feeling between the Executive 
head of the government and the people has 
been as impressive as it has been gratify- 
ing to every section of the union, and the 
event will pass into history as one of the 
most instructive and inspiring chapters 
since the civil war. : 

BRYAN STICKS TO FREE SILVER. 

The Women’s Bimetallic league gave 
Bryan a reception last Friday. When he 
went off to the war he took with him the hus- 
bands, sons, and brothers of a number of 
the members of the league. He came home 
for Christmas, leaving his men behind him. 


“They are to do military duty in Cuba, while 


he makes speeches. Instead of explaining 
to the women who received him why he 
had deserted their men folks he talked to 
them about the sinfulness of retaining the 
Philippines and the wrongfulness of keep- 
ing the gold standard. These are the two 
things Bryan insists this country must 
give up. While anti-expansion is the topic 
about which he has the most to say he is 
still loyal to free silver. He told the women 
that— 

The American people have not accepted the cold 
standard as final. It has wrought more injustice 
in our country during the last twenty-five years 
than Spain has wrought in all her colonies. and 


opposition to it will grow until the gold and sil- 
vér coinage of the constitution is fully restored. 


Bryan makes the same mistake which 
other men with the “big head” have 
made before him. He fancies that he is 
the American people or the embodiment 
of their desires and hopes. He has not 
accepted the gold standard as final, and 
hence he assumes they have not. But they 
have. Bryan and his free coinage fraud 
are “back numbegs.” The country—that 
part of it called Nebraska included—has 
moved while he was away in camp having 
malarial fever. The people blessed with 
good crops, good prices, and much gold, 
out of debt and extremely good-natured, 
have forgotten that there are some semi- 
civilized nations which still have what is 
called a silver standard, and that an effort 


try adopt it. 

When Bryan begins discussing about the 
“gold and silver coinage of the constitu- 
tion,” the “ injustice which the gold stand- 
ard has wrought,” the “appreciation of 
gold,” etc., his hearers feel much as did the 
men to whom Rip Van Winkle began talk- 
ing about George III. Bryan’s auditors will 
be able to recall the time when they were 
greatly stirred up over “ opening the mints 
to silver” and were determined to do so 
without the aid of any other nation, but 
they will decline to enthuse over free sil- 
ver again. 

The smart demagogue drops a dead is- 
sue as if it waa a red hot potato. The 
stupid demagogue does not know enough to 
do so. Long after anti-Masonry was dead 
a few politicians who had not sense enough 
to know it were busy trying to persuade 
people that the existence of secret societies 
endangered the republic. So it may be that 
for years to come, even after Mexico and 
China have given up the silver standard, 
Bryan will be gabbling about its merits. 
But he will. not be able to do any harm. 
His voice will be like “the voice of one 
crying in the desert,” with nobody to hear 


or heed. 


VOLUME OF AMERICAN EXPORTS. 
The following table gives the excess of 
American exports, including silver, over im- 
ports, for the calendar years 1895, 1896, 
1897, and 1898, the figures for this month 
of the latter year being estimated: 


The extraordinarily favorable balance of 
trade for this year is due partly to the de- 
crease in imports as compared with 1897 
and partly to the increase in exports. For 
the first eleven months of this year Ameri- 
can imports decreased nearly 17 per cent, 
and the exports increased about 15 per 
cent. During the same period Great Brit- 
ain’s exports of home products decreased 
1 1-5 per cent. The total British exports 
of merchandise and silver for eleven months 
were 1,337% millions, as against 1,139% 
millions for the United States. But last 
month this country exported 514 millions 
more than Great Britain did. 

How long this present notable excess of 
exports over imports will last is past all con- 
jecture. There may come an abatement in 
the demand for American wheat because 
of fine crops in competing countries, but a 
foreign demand has been established for 
American corn which will increase in the 
future. Furthermore, it has been settled 
that the United States is to be the great 
iron and steel producer of the world. 
Whether there are droughts or rains in 
India or Argentina this country will sell 
yearly larger quantities of iron and steel 
and their manufactufes to the rest of the 
world. 

Short crops at home may diminish ex- 
ports of breadstuffs, but exports of manu- 
factured commodities are not likely to de- 
crease unless lawless trust monopolies run 
up prices so high as to close foreign mar- 
kets to their products. But they are too 
shrewd to pursue such a short-sighted 
policy. They will advance prices at home 
and plunder the home consumer, who can- 
not help himself. When they cross the 
ocean with their goods they are exposed 
to the full force of foreign competition. 
They must meet it with as low prices or 
make no sales. 

_ It may be that the United States will take 
in exchange for its products more articles 
of luxury or more crude materials for use 
in domestic ind than it has been tak- 
ing during the last year or two, or it may 
not import much more than at present and 
insist on being paid trade balances in gold. 
Then this country will be flooded with that 
metal, of which it is so large a producer. 
There will be a plethora of “ money of ulti- 
mate redemption,” and it may be deemed 
advisable to lend some to Russia, Japan, or 
some other foreign nation, if more profitable 
employment cannot be found for it at home.

The death of Dr. John B, 
DEATH OF Hamilton, superintendent 
Dr. Jonn B. of the Northern Hospital 
HAMILTON. for the Insane at Elgin, 
inflicts a serious loss upon 
the State and the profession with which he 
had been identified for nearly thirty years. 
Although. but little past middle age, Dr 
Hamilton's career had been conspicuous for 
the number of important positions,he had 
held in connection with his profession as a 
surgeon. A native of Illinois, his whole life 
of a little over half a century was more or 
less closely identified with this State. After 
some five years spent in general prac- 
tice, in 1874 he became an assistant 
surgeon in theregular army, rising by 
successive promotions to the position of 
Surgeon General, which he held some twelve 
years, resigning in 1891. During this period 
he had much to do with the Marine Hospital 
service, in which he introduced a number of 
reforms, including the system of merit ap- 
pointments. His most conspicuous service, 
perhaps, was rendered in 1889,.when he took 
& prominent part in establishing camps in the 
South to check the spread of the yellow fever 
in that section. His prominence was recog- 
nized by his identification in an honorary or 
active capacity with a number of medical 
associations in this country and in Europe, as 
well as by his service as a professor at dif- 
ferent times in several medical institutions, 
including Rush Medical College of this city 
and the Chicago Policlinic. After coming to 
Chicago Dr. Hamilton became a trustee of 
the Chicago Public Library, and a year or 
60 ago Was appointed superintendent of the 
Northern Hospital for the Insane, which 
position he held at the time of his death. 


THE TREATY SURE OF RATIFICATION. 

The official copy of the peace treaty with 
Spain has reached Washington, and will, 
no doubt, be placed before the Senate for 
action by that body promptly after the close 
of the holiday recess. According to a Wash- 
ington dispatch Senator Faulkner, chair- 
man of the Democratic Congressional com- 
mittee, has given the President assurance 
that no effort will be made on the part of 
the Democratic Senators to form a partisan 
combination to defeat ratification, but that 
individual members will act in accordance 
with their personal preferences in the 
matter. This is in harmony with the re- 
cent predictions of Mr. Clark Howell of the 
Atlanta Constitution, and justifies Senator 
Faulkner’s conjecture that the treaty will 
receive the support of a majority of the 
Democratic Senators, thus insuring ite rati- 
fication without unreasonable delay. during 
the present session. 

As time progresses the signs of anything 
like organized opposition for the purpose of 
defeating the treaty are vanishing. The 
most that is now hoped for by such oppo- 
nents as Senators Hoar and Hale is to 
attach to it some provision limiting the 
time or conditions of occupation of the 
islands by the United States. Unless made 
a part of the treaty itself this would have 
no more binding effect than a simple reso- 
lution which could be—and no doubt would 
be—promptly rescinded by a majority vote. 
If made a part of the treaty this would 
necessitate corresponding action on the 
part of the Spanish Cortes and thus result 
in further delay, greatly to the detriment 
of this country, as well as to the interest 
of the Filipinos themselves, and it is doubt- 
ful if any considerable number of the most 
determined anti-expansionists will be will- 
ing to assume so grave a responsibility. 
Evidence is accumulating that the only use 
of the treaty contemplated by some of the 
Democratic leaders—including Colonel 
Bryan—has been to convert it into an issue 
for the campaign of 1900, either by propos- 
ing to return the islands to Spain or to rec- 
ognize the independence of the Filipinos. 
The more sagacious of the Democratic 
leaders begin to realize that either of these 
propositions would be dangerous experi- 
ments in party policy, which, instead of 
resulting in success, would be sure to bring 
disaster. No issue would be more cor 
dially welcomed by the Republican party 
than the maintenance of the results of the 
war, and, in spite of the proclivity of the 
Democracy for seeking an issue by simply 
antagonizing Republican measures, it is 
doubtful if any sane Democrat will be 
found ready to advocate the “ tearing down 
of the flag” that now floats over the Phil- 


ippines.

A writer in a New York paper prints a 
letter therein giving the following extraor- 
dinary-changeable record of the Democratic 
party, showing that ite leaders are constant- 
ly grasping at new, ill-considered issues, 
which they hope ma@prove true with the 
populace: 

I see that Grover Cleveland, the quondam 
leader of the Democracy, and William Jen- 
nings Bryan, its actual] leader, are putting 
themselves forward as rivals for the party 
leadership of the future. Cleveland has 
come out ponderously against expansion, 
thinking that is the cue for the successful 
Democratic politician at this time. Bryan 
declares himself for it, with the proviso that 
ultimately all the new possessions shal! be 
made self-governing, as Mr. McKinley pro- 
poses in the case of Cuba, and therefore 
without conflict with Republican policy. 
Bryan would have the treaty of Paris rat- 
ified by the Senate, “to end the war at 
once,” and to gratify the indubitable popular 
demand. Cleveland, of course, is opposed 
to such ratification. He is for hauling down 
the flag wherever our victorious soldiers and 
sailors planted it, as he hauled it down in 

Bryan, unquestionably, represents the sen- 
timent of the vast majority of the Demo- 
cratic party in his declaration, but Cleve- 
land carries with him his natural following 
in the Schurz, Godkin, and Gamaliel Brad- 
ford crowd of anti-imperialists, As Senator 
Jones, the chairman of the Democratic Na- 
tional committee, is quoted as saying today, 
however, neither of these rivals for the 
Democratic leadership is likely to find profit 
in the issue of expansion or anti-expansion. 
The policy of national progress and develop- 
ment will be represented, of course, by the 
Republican party, and so far as concerns 
the acquisitions made under the treaty of 
Paris the matter will be settled before 1900, 
or, as Senator Jones puts it, “‘ the question 
of expansion will be adjusted long before 
the campaign of 1900 begins.”’ He believes, 
therefore, that the Democratic party will be 
constrained to make the fight on the issues 
of the Chicago platform, in which case, of 
course, Bryan will be again the leader. 

Of course, the early reeord of the Demo- 
cratic party was in favor of national ex- 
pansion, and it so remained up to the time 
of the civil war. Democracy brought in the 
Louisiana Territory, acquired the Florida 
Territory, annexed Texas, pushed forward 
the Mexican war against Whig opposition, 
and added California and the rest of the 
region which came to us as a consequence 
of that conflict. Marcy negotiated a treaty 
for the annexation of Hawaii, and it fell 
through only because of the death of the 
reigning King. A project for the purchase 
of Cuba was set on foot by the Democrats. 

But what will be the policy announced by 
the Democratic party in 1900 cannot be fore- 
seen, neither can it be imagined, for the 
reason that since the civil war the position 
it has taken in one campaign has never 
given any assurance that it would not turn 
its back upon it squarely in the next. Let 
me recapitulate this record briefly, for it will 
be surprising reading for people whose mem- 
ories are short. 

In 1864 the national Democratic platform 
denounced the war for the union as a “ fail- 
ure” and called for an “ immediate cessa- 
tion of hostilities... A few months there- 
after the war was brought to a close by the 
complete triumph of the union. 

The Democratic platform of 1868, recogniz- 
ing the settlement by the’war of “ the ques- 
tions of slavery and secession for all time,’ 
raised the new issue of paying the bonds in 
@reenbacks, then greatly depreciated as 
compared with gold. In the past it had been 
a hard money party, now it went in for soft 
money. 

In 1872 the Democratic party adopted the 
platform of the Liberal Republican party and 
nominated Horace Greeley, “recognizing that 
there are in our midst honest and irreéoncil- 
able differences of opinion with regard to 
protection and free trade.”’ That is, it aban- 
doned its previous ‘position as to the tariff. 
It also dropped the subject of the green- 
backs and went squarely in the other direc- 
tion, demanding a “‘ speedy return to specie 
payment.”’ 

In 1876 the Democratic platform turned 
around again and demanded that “ alf cus- 
tom-house taxation shall be only for rev- 


ple. It also abandoned its position of four 
years before on specie payments and de- 
nounced the resumption act and demanded 
its repeal. 

In 1880 it went In again for “ astariff for 
revenue only,”’ and the wisdom of the re- 
sumption act having been demonstrated in 
a powerful wave of nfational prosperity, it 
avoided the subject. 

In 1884 it turned about again and promised 
that it would make a tariff “ without impos- 
ing lower rates of duty than will be ample 


which may exist in consequence of the high- 
er rate of wages prevailing here.”’ That'is, 
instead of demanding a tariff for revenue 
only it went in for incidental protection. 

That same principle of protection it pro- 
claimed in 1888, but in 1892 it proceeded to 
denounce it as essentially un-Democratic, 
as “a fraud, a robbery,’’ and even declared 
it to be “a fundamental principle of the 
Democratic party that the federal govern- 
ment has no constitutional power to impose 
and collect tariff duties except for revenue 
| only.”” Having obtained the power, however, 

it proceeded forthwith to enact a strictly 
protective tariff, in ludicrous defiance of its 
proclaimed principle. 

In it again turned about, and instead 
of demanding that the tariff should be for 

revenue only,’ reversed its position anew 
by declaring in favor of a tariff for “ pur- 
poses of revenue,’ omitting the “ only,” and 
thus putting forth a mere truism, for of 
course every tariff is for purposes of revenue, 
whether it is protective or otherwise. It also 
introduced a novelty in its record by demand- 
ing “ the free and unlimited coinage of both 
silver and gold at the present legal ratio of 
16 to 1, without waiting for the aid or consent 
of any other nation” [which would give a 
silver dollar worth less than half a gold

Our Control of the Pacific. 


The government at Washington, we are 
told, is fully awake to the necessity of mak- 
ing and keeping American influence para. 
mount in the Pacific Ocean, and ist 
energetic steps toward that end. It is wejj, 
There is nothing more logical and appre. 


priate in the commercial development of the 


world. Of all the commercial nations bor. 
dering directly upon the Pacific the Unite 
States is by far the greatest, our nearest 
rival being Japan, with little more than 
half our population and only the merest frac. 
tion of our territorial extent. As forGreat 
Britain, Russia, France, and Germany, they 
are remote from that ocean by thousands 
of miles, touching it directly only through 
colonial possessions. But the United States 
abuts immediately upon it with a State and 
territorial frontage of 5,000 miles, besides 
having important island possessions stretch. 


ing across its central zone in a mighty chain, — 
The Pacific will always be free to all the « 


world, as all the high seas must be. But by 
virtue of natural position the United States 
ought to be, and we believe will be, its dom- 
inant commercial power. | 

Attention is called to the strategic location 
of United States holdings on and about that 
sea. With the exception of a little more than 
500 miles, the whole eastern shore is ours 
from north latitude 32 degrees 50 minutes 
to the arctic circle. At the tropic of cancer 
we have a magnificent outpost 2,000 miles 
west and south from our mainiand coast. 
At Guam we have 4 station dominating ail 
western Micronesia. In the Philippines we 


have the most commanding position on the . 


western rim of the great sea, and an incom- 
parable vantage point for trade in the whole 
East Indies. And, finally, in Samoa we have 
a station of the highest possible value to 
trade with Australia and New Zealand 
There are not on the whole map four points 
more advantageously placed to serve theia- 
terests of commercial empire than Honolu- 
lu, Guam, Manila, and Pago Pago. 

Above all these our flag now floats, and at 
each an armed vessel stands guard. Atany 
ene of them our whole Pacific fleet could 
speedily be concentrated in case of need long 
before any hostile fleet could reach them, 
But two things will occur to the thoughtful 
observer as urgently desirable—indeed, as 
essential—to American interests in the Pa- 
cific. One is the construction of the Nic- 
aragua Canal under United States control, 
so that our vessels from the Atlantic and the 
gulf will have the readciest possible access 
to those waters. The other, far less costly 
but scarcely less important, is the laying 
of telegraphic cables connecting all our 
Pacific possessions with each other and with 
the United States, every landing of which 
must be upon our own soil. No other nation 
has such advantages for cable-laying in 


the Pacific as we have, and no other has. 


so great need thereof. Yet three others are 
at the present moment practically consider- 
ing the undertaking. It would be a lasting 
shame to us if we permitted ourselves to be 
forestalled in that enterprise by any other 
power. We should have at the eartiest 
possible moment a cable from San Francisco 
to Honolulu, and thence to Guam and to 
Manila; and after that branch lines to Samoa 
and Japan. In ease of war such a system 


would be of the most vita! importance, while - 


in time of peace it would be of inestimable 


advantage to our commercial interests.——

PLANS FOR HIGH TRACKS. 


BEGINNING OF ELEVATION IN THB 
DOWN-TOWN DISTRICT. 


Several Bad Crossings to Be Done 
Away With and Expert John O'Neill 
Says the Railroads Will Be the 
Gainers, Because It Is Cheaper to 
Raise the Grade than Maintain Via- 
ducts or Defend Suits for Damages 
to Life and Property. 


The introduction of the ordinance into the 
City Council last Monday for the eleva- 
tion. of the tracks of the Rock Island 
and the Lake Shore and Michigan Southern 
railroads: from Fourteenth street to the de- 
pot at Van Buren street is but the beginning 
of down-town track elevation. Some bad 
crossings will be done away with when the 
tracks are put above grade. That the rail- 
road companies will comply with ali the es- 
sential terms of the ordinance is not doubt- 
ed by the promoters of track elevation, 

The tracks of many of the other railroads 
in the down-town district are crossed by 
viaducts, but the railroad companies, it is 


said, will learn in a short time that it is far 


cheaper to elevate their tracks ona firm em- 
bankment, construct subways, and forever 
settle the question than it is to maintain the 
viaducts with the constant bills for repairs. 

The change in grade of the down-town 
tracks of the Lake Shore and Rock Island 
roads will make a slight alteration of the 


* Twelfth street viaduct necessary, but will 


ot interfere with that structure at Fifth 
avenue or Clark street. The center span 
over the tracks will be raised about two feet, 
and the raise will be gradual all along. 

O’Neill Talks of the Work. 

“The roads will be the winner by a great 
amount,” said John O'Neill, the track ele- 
vation expert, yesterday. ‘‘ They can con- 
struct a large building on their present site, 
which will be right in the Board of Trade 
district. The work of elevating the tracks 
of the Lake Shore and Rock Island roads 
has been pushed rapidly this year. Over 
fifty-two acres have been raised ten feet 
at Sixty-third street. At the beginning of 
the present year the amount of single track 
elevated was nineteen miles. This year 
16.2 miles have been added, and the cost has 
been ,000 more than the former work. 
This was largely due to the expensive con- 
struction of the improvement at Sixteenth 
street and Sixty-third street. Some of the 
viaducts at the latter place are a quarter of 
a mile long.”’

ayn 
The work on the Northwestern road is to 


connect the Milwaukee and Wisconsin di- 
visions. 

Nearly all of the work consists of the fin- 
ishing up of the work. already begun. The 
present year has seen thirty-five and two- 
tenths miles of track elevated in the city. 
This is more than double the amount in all 
the other cities of the United States, and it 
is said the gain to the citizens amounts to 
6 per cent in the time taken in street car 
transportation. Last year 25,000 men were 
employed in the work; for 1898 there were 
40,000 men engaged. The amount of gravel 
and sand used was greater in mass than the 
pyramids of Egypt, and the iron work foots 
up @ great amount. 

Ordinances for Other Tracks. 

The Committee on Track Elevation has 
ordinances which contemplate the elevation 
of sixteen miles of track for the Chicago 
and Alton. This includes the Santa Fé road 
and the Madison and Northern so far as they 
parallel the tracks, which is from Twenty- 


| first street and Stewart avenue to 200 feet 


west of Ashland avenue. There the other 
roads diverge to the northwest, and the 
Alton continues southwest to Albany avenue 
and thence to the elevation along the drain- 
age canal. The Pan Handle, the Union 
Stock-Yards and Transit company, and the 
Chicago Terminal railroad are also affected 
by thesé ordinances, 

The Northwestern and St. Paul crossings 
of Milwaukee avenue, near Forty-fourth 
avenue, where many accidents have oc- 
curred, will be done away with next year. 

The elevation of tracks entering the Polk 
street depot will present a serious engineer- 
ing problem on account of the depression of 
the tracks at Sixteenth street. A sharp 
grade will be necessary to attain any eleva- 
tior# before the train shed is reached, and as 
the tracks are crossed principally by teams 
hauling freight the matter is not considered 
as pressing as at the Lake Shore and Rock 
Island station.
